But the principles themselves are 
sublime, and the effort to imprint and 
inculcate them in and on the minds 
and hearts of the children of America 
through the parochial school—is 
tireless and unceasing. 

We would have our fellow-citizens, 
without the Church, cherish the re- 
membrance of. that fact when the 
effort is made to enlist their enmity 
against those schools. 

In all sobriety, and with a full sense 
of the weight of the words, we are 
disposed to say to them that the day 
may not be far distant when America 
will have dire need of the spirit in- 
culeated in the parochial curriculum. 

We would remind them again to re- 
member in all fairness, that we have 
listed herein a host of evils which the 
children in these schools at least 
escape. 

We would ask them to bear in mind 
that the sin of which the parochial 
school stands accused is the intrusion 
of God and of Christ, His Son, into 
the lives of the little ones. 

To that offense, if it be an effense 
in the eyes of some, they plead guilty, 
but with no beating of the breast and 
no show of repentance. 

“Suffer little children to come unto 
me,” said Christ—and then uttered 
that most terrible, that .most. blight- 
ing of all His maledictions, . 

Let it ring in the ears of those who 
complain today that the Catholic 
Church in its parochial schools gives 
to the children too much of God and 
His crucified Son.

There are, according to a report which has just been 
published in New York City, a few thousand more Catholics 
in the metropolis, than there are people who are not Catholic, 
if we except the Jews. To be accurate, Catholics, with 1,- 
943,730 members, constitute 84.59% of the city’s population. 
The Jews number 1,643,012, or 29.25%. The balance of the 
people are classed as Protestants (most of whom, however, 
are not affiliated with any church), and they number 1,941,- 
847. There are 91,450 other people, but they belong to the 
Greek Orthodox faith. These figures were gathered by the 
Jewish Tribune, which tells us that the Jewish population 
in New York doubled during the last 20 years. In the vear 
1910, those who called themselves Protestant exceeded Cath- 
olies by 419,000. At present the total of all who call them- 
selves Protestant is smaller than the Catholic population of 
that city. The Protestant population, during the last 20 years 
declined from 47.40 to 34.554
